Ways and Means Committee tenta­ 
tively voted today to levy new tax­ 
es on tubeless tires, record players, 
and wire and tape recorders.

1. A new tax of IO per cent of 
the m anufacturers’ sale price on 
record players, and tape and wire 
recorders. This would provide for 
these products the same tax treat­ 
ment now accorded phonographs 
and dictaphones, with which they 
compete. 
2. An additional tax of I cent a 
pound on tubeless tires.

NICOSIA. Cyprus BF) — Britain 
hanged two Greek Cypriots before 
dawn 
today to the 
shouts and 
scream s of other prisoners and 
heavy street fighting broke out a 
few 
hours later 
against British 
troops. 
Cypriot Greek youths and girls 
loosed 
a barrage 
of stones 
at 
British soldiers outside the Greek 
Phaneromeni Church soon after 
word 
of the 
executions 
spread 
through the tense city. 
Turkish 
Cypriot police moved in swinging 
batons. 
British troops used tear 
gas to disperse the crowd. 
Cypriots throughout 
the island 
were reported ready to call a gen­ 
eral strike in hopes of paralyzing 
this British bastion. Already many 
shops were closed in expectation 
of 
bloody 
riots 
against British 
rule. 
Violent demonstrations against 
the executions already bad swept 
Greece. Four persons were known 
dead 
and hundreds 
injured 
in 
fights between police and rioters 
who stormed the U. S. Information 
Agency 
Wednesday 
and burnfed 
British flags.

The first reaction was one 
of outrage and fears of more vio­

The two men executed today for 
terrorist activities were Michael 
Karaolis. 23, who murdered a po­ 
liceman, and Andreas Demetrious, 
24, who shot and wounded a Brin­ 
ish civilian last fall.

j crats for its terms. 
Came inauguration day, 
Jan. 
120, when the President 
and the 
j President-elect ride to the capitol 
; together for the swearing in cere- 
! mony. Here the first hint of Eis­ 
enhower bitterness cropped 
out. 
As President Truman stood 
in 
the White House front hall waiting 
;for the President-elect, Eisenhow­ 
er drove up to the front door but 
did not get out of the car as is 
customary, to greet the man who 
was still President of the United 
States. 
Truman waited in the front hall. 
• Finally it became 
apparent that 
I Eisenhower was not going to get 
out of the car, so Truman went 
out to the car and they both drove 
to the capitol. They observed the 
amenities but that was all. 
TRUMAN AND HOOVER 
That spring when Truman came 
back to Washington for the first 
time, he was not invited to 
the 
White House. 
He remarked 
to 
friends that he had invited Her­ 
bert Hoover to the White House 
and told him he wanted him to 
consider it his second home. 
He 
also placed a White House car 
at Hoover’s disposal. 
Hoover 
and Truman 
became 
such good friends that Hoover ask­ 
ed the Gridiron Club for the privi­ 
lege of speaking at one of its din­ 
ners where he paid glowing trib­ 
ute to Truman. He has also help­ 
ed raise money for the Truman 
library. 
What really hurt Truman was 
an incident in Kansas City a year 
and a half ago when Eisenhower 
came there to dedicate the new 
Stockmen’s 
building. 
Truman 
called Ike’s headquarters at the 
Muehlbach Hotel to say he would 
like to call on the President to pay 
his respects. He explained he did 
not want the President to be in hts 
home town without paying him 
the courtesy of a call.

Times change in Washington. It 
was only a few years ago that the 
most dignified and important em­ 
bassy in the nation’s capital was j 
located 
on Connecticut 
Avenue 
just below DuPont Circle. 
Top-hatted diplomats drove up 
to its Victorian front door to pay 
their respects to His 
Britannic 
Majesty’s 
government 
and His 
Majesty's ambassadors. 
That embassy, which at times 
has 
represented 
British Labor 
governments, has now moved out 
to Massachusetts Avenue. 
The 
archaic 
building that 
housed it 
was torn down, and last week a 
new office buddling, as modernis­ 
tic as any in town, was dedicated. 


It houses not a big business cor­ 
poration but a labor union. 
Sixty-eight years ago in a loco­ 
motive pit in Atlanta, Ga., ten 
machinists 
got 
together 
to in­ 
crease their wages from twenty 
cents an hour to 25 cents for a 
ten-hour day.
